THE FINANCING OF CHRISTIANITY. 


To the Editor of the Capital; Every age 
faces its own pecullar problem, and un- 
doubtedly the question in the present age 
is, “How shall money be regenerated?” 
The church has enlisted, and trained, and 
sent men futo all parts of the civilized 
world, and into many parts of the heathen 
world, ‘These men are all earnest and 
devoted, Human they are, but they aro 
as divinely inspired as any of thetr pre- 
decessors. They require now only food, 
clothing, shelter, plant, appHances, material 


accessories to their spiritual equipment. 
These demand money. Where 1s dt to 
come from’? This is the vital question, 


and on the answer to this depends the 
solution of the present problem of financ- 
Ing Christianity, 

At first sight, T suppose, {tt would 
sound foolish to say that the money must 
come from those who have it, but, by the 
time we have answered another question 
this answer may not look quite so foolish. 
That other question is; “Wiho has the 
money?” That is, “who aré the men who 
have the immediate detailed expenditure ¢f 
the money of any given period under their 
control?” 

Wealth today is sald to be so central- 
ized, passed so much into the hands of the 
rew, that the great mass of the world's 
Dusiness ts done with borrowing money, 
This divides society into” three classes: 
The few great lenders, the many borrow- 


ers, and the intermediate cliss, — who 
neither lend nor borrow, 
Speaking with only the average man’s 


knowledge of the present age, we would 
be safe in saying that the intermediate 
class fs numerically small, and in all prob- 
| ability the volume of their business Its re- 
}tatively Jimited, There are no statisttes, 
but possibly not more than ten per cent. 
of the nation’s currency Will pass through 
the hands of these cautious, close-fisted 
individuals, ‘The great mass of the eur- 
rency of any given time is, therefore, in 
the hands of either the great money lend- 
ers or the great money borrowers, Wihieh? 
Who has the money, then, the lender or 
the borrower? The rich man, or the 
poor man? Por purchasing, or trading or 
spending purposes, for all processes of de- 


tailed application, the borrower has) the 
money, For all practical purposes the 
great inass of the world’s wealth is) in 


the lands of the great mass of average 
Inen, Phe qQaestion we have to deal with 
now, after locating the actual stream of 
currency, is one of application. How shall 
this horrawed money be applied so as to 
satisfy two great demands. First, the ob- 
ligation to the lender, and second, the ne- 
cessity of earning a surplus over and above 
this obligation, These two terms, obliga- 
tion and surplus, are the upper and the 
nether millstones which have ground, or 
rather crushed, al the moral quality out 
of many a man's character, but it is right 
here, between these two hard relentless 
wheels that we find the Dread of life re- 
fined and purified, and here we must look 
for our supply. ere, if anywhere, must 
wealth be diverted into: moral measures, 
and heve, if at ali, must we find the means 
for the future financing of the Christian 
religion. It is an open question whether 
the creating of a surplus, or the desire to 
meet Obligations, is the greater force in 
commercial life. 

Yo the heart saturated with the exclusive 
purpose of creating a limitless surplus, 
Christianity may appeal and appeal, but 
there will be no response. So we may as 
well leave behind this class of men in 
our search for a future source of revenue. 
Hlapptly for us we are able to belleve that 
this class is relatively sinall. Only a small 
proportion of human nature {s quite oblt- 
vious 10 the interests of others, and we 
have still to draw on the great mass of 
average (vei Who alm to meet’ thele obli- 
gations, and to whom the word “obltga- 
tion” has more than one meaning. 

hy a process of elimination we have 
set aside the few who lend, and take back, 
Dut who will not give. The few who 
neither lend nor borrow we have also set 
aside; and with these we have rejected the 
few who borrow for the sake of surplus 
only, With the great mnass of borrowers 
“obligation” is a prime factor, but in too 
many cases the only obligation recognized 
as binding is that whieh may properly be 
classified as ‘legal.’ Moral obligations 
are very seldom reckoned | among. our 
Habilities, and, right here is the seeret of 
; our failure to secure adequate support for 
Christlan institutions, 

In estimating our assets we fail to 
give adequate moral consideration to the 
value of the moral element ino all degal 
transactions, This element not merely 
adds to our assets, but actually multiples 
them, but because it ts Intangible it passed 
without valuation, 

If, then, the great’ borrowing, trading 
public ts the real custodlan of our nation- 
al currency, and 1f, as we have tried to 
Show, the moral element in commerce 13 
a priceless asset, surely moral obligations 
should be placed side by side with our 
other Habilities. 

That the support of the Christian rell- 
gion constitutes a moral obligation, few 
Then tn Christlan countries will deny, but 
even the best men have been accustomed 
} to measure thelr share of the general ob- 
ligation by the proportion of the surplus 
lire Inve aiainaged to acquire.
